Kegt., from 1920 to 1922, and later he 
came to Canada and was the instruc¬ 
tor of the Vulcan cadets from 1928 to

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WAR NOTES 


Russians Maintaining Successful 
Defence,; Jape Press in New Guinia 
Vast Air Attacks Over Europe 

Street fighting in Stalingrad has in¬ 
tensified as that city concludes a full 
month of siege. Advantages are re¬ 
ported as divided, with the Soviet im¬ 
proving positions at certain sectors, 
and Nazis blasting the gallant city 
with big guns. The Nazis are send¬ 
ing men and tanks over huge piles of 
their own dead. Women and children 
have been evacuated and the city is 
one vast scene of carnage as the tide 
of battle wavers. 

The long drawn obstinate defence ox 
Stalingrad, the Rommel failure to 
break the British front in, Egypt and 
the British and Russian air attacks on 
German cities, are factors which are 
having depressing influence m Ger¬ 
many. To offset these unfavorable 
angles, Berlin has been bolstering jad¬ 
ed spirits by reports of destruction of 
Allied convoys in the North Atlantic 
and the Arctic. 

The German claim is the sinking of 
38 cut of 45 Allied merchantmen en- 
Toute to Russia. Although this claim 
is regarded as exaggerated, it is be¬ 
lieved that Allied losses have been 
heavy along the trade routes to Rus¬ 
sia. A report is that the Tirpitz, sis¬ 
ter ship of the Bismarck, is moving 
through northern waters. It was hit in 
July by the Russians, but may have 
been restored. It is thought that new 
British battleships may be hunting 
the Tirpitz. 

Canada has suffered the heaviest 
naval losses since the war during the 
past week. Three vessels have been 
lost, the latest being the destroyer 
Ottawa which was sunk by enemy tor¬ 
pedo with 113 believed killed. Earlier 
in the week the Canadian destroyer 
Assiniboine, sank a German submar¬ 
ine, killed the commander and cap¬ 
tured the crew. It was described as one 
of the most spirited actions of the war, 
but only one of successful actions of 
the R.C.N. against U boats. 

Munich Laid Waste 
The city of Munich came under 
smashing R.A.F. attacks which started 
fires which could be seen 100 miles 
away. An accompanying raid was 
made on Saar industrial area. British 
planes have also been active over 
Italy. Within the past week Duessel- 
dorf and other areas have been show¬ 
ered with bombs from Allied aircraft. 
New British bombs weigh 8000 pounds, 
laying waste over vast areas. The 
air invasions are almost nightly in at¬ 
tack, coming from east and west. 
Large forces of bombers have been en¬ 
gaged in mine scattering in enemy 
waters. , 

Allied bombers also continue to har¬ 
ass Tobruk, and have borne down on 
enemy transports and encampments 
in the Egyptian battle zone. 

Finland Would Cease 
Ar. event of the week is the state¬ 
ment of the Finnish Minister at Wash¬ 
ington. He says “Finland wants to 
cease fighting as soon as the threat to 
her existence has been averted, and 
guarantees given for lasting security.” 
Finnish bases are important to the 
Nazis in blocking Russian supply 
routes. If Finland dropped out, it 
would break Hitler’s encirclement of 
Russia. 

Japs at Port Moresby 

Japanese continue as a menace to 
Port Moresby and are attempting to 
force their way through by land. They 
have been halted in ground advance to 
date. Planes continue to battle over 
the area.

CUT ft A FOR CtGARFTTfS 


Munitions Minister Howe has issued 
new gas rationing regulations mainly 
attesting those in Category “A.” Gas 
allowance is radically reduced, owing 
to tremendous losses to oil tankers in 
ocean travel, and to greatly diminished 
stocks of crude oil in Canada. 

The'new gas ration falls upon those 
using cars lor personal use, not lor 
business. Many in former “A" or 
moved down to the lower “AA.” The 
lower category is for the period be¬ 
tween Oct. 1 and March 31, 1843, and 
permits 16 units for Class 1 or smaller 
car; 18 units for medium cars, and 30 Carson Block 
units for larger type cars. 

The “unit” in use represents 3 gal¬ 
lons in the Maritime^; 4 gallons in 
Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia, 
ah-i 5 gallons for Saskatchewan, Mani¬ 
toba and Alberta. 

Of the 235,(WO (Canadian car drivers’' 
likely to be reduced in their rations 
there are those who drive cars for 
pleasure or in nonessential drivingjto 
stores and offices/housewives not em¬ 
ployed in war industry; university and 
high school students. 

It has been announced that car driv¬ 
ers who have already been demoted 
from a higher category to a lower, are 
unlikely to be moved down to “AA.” 

It is also announced that there are 

no hard and fast rules, each case being At Vulcan Thursday of Each Week 
dealt with on its merits. 

On October 1, the first batch of no¬ 
tices is being mailed from 12 regional 
offices across Canada. Each letter re¬ 
quires recipients to mail or send in his 
category “A” ration book within a 
week. If the old book is mailed in, the 
new book will be returned within 48 
hours. If it is taken into the regional 
office, the transfer will be made im¬ 
mediately. 

There is no hope of increased ration 
it is said, and when the coupons are 
used up, that finishes motor driving 
till April 1. Those who do not exhaust 
all their coupons are helping to solve 
. Canada’s gas problem. There is also 
no hope of getting tire replacements 
for anything than most necessary war 
uses. Mr: Howe urges all who can to 
lay up their cars in the winter months. 

The demand of the war is increasing 
gas requirements and reserves are 
steadily getting smaller.

disputing his words that “for the lessons learned and 
the advantages gained, a very heavy price was paid.” 
His report makes little mention of main objectives for 
reasons of military security, and it is only in the future 
that the real value of the Dieppe raid may be estimated. 
The great numbers of Canadians “missing” may develop 
later to be prisoners of war. 

The result of the raid in casualties gives some indica¬ 
tion of the losses which might be involved in a second 
front invasion by land. Attempted on hbge scale the 
losses would probably be relatively lighter, but Dieppe 
may give pause to those groups in this country who have 
been urging upon the Canadian government to press the 
British government for a second front. 

Militarists of the allied nations know better than the 
arm-chair critics, all that is involved in second front 
invasion. They know the obvious hazards of air, sea 
and land, and the necessity of maintaining reenforce¬ 
ments. There are hidden hazards which no man can an¬ 
ticipate in advance. Kpowing the desire of soldier and 
civilian that all possible aid be given to relieve the strain 
“on Russia, it may be accepted that military authorities 
will make that move when there is reasonable assurance 
of success. Premature attempts, inadequately prepared 
or unequal to sustained combat would only result in 
unjustifiable sacrifice of life. _ 

Nothing seems more ludicrous than the stay-at-home 
groups, urging a second front land invasion from the 
safety of some sheltered spot. It ill becomes anyone 
who is not himself going to face the guns of Germany 
to say when, where and under what circumstances a 
second front should be initiated—and carried through. 
Without preparedness of every sort, and without full re¬ 
enforcements, and strength to keep on and on, an in¬ 
vasion attempt would exact a terrific human toll with¬ 
out the success that would justify the sacrifice. 

Dieppe was intended merely as a raid. It was not 
planned invasion which would have been on unimagin¬ 
ably greater scale in every respect. It speaks volumes 
for the spirit of those who were engaged in it that they 
are eager to return and have another go at the enemy. 
But when and under what circumstances that action 
should take place is for the military leaders of allied 
nations to decide—not for those who will not be called 
upon to do the invading.

The Free Tress says: “Farm produce is not 
obtained by dropping a nickel in a slot. It comes by 
dint of calloused hands and bent backs, and it takes a 
lot of hands and backs to do the job. 

“Unless practical means are established to provide 
the farmer with help before n&xt spring’s ploughing 
comes round, it is conceivable that we may have to ra¬ 
tion everything from beets to bread. If the city dweller 
knows what is good for him, he will rally to the farmer’s 
assistance in inducing always—tardy Washington to 
make an effort, for once, to meet a vital problem before 
it reaches the crisis stage. 

“Even now in some localit’es, the farm labor shortage 
is acute. Youngsters not yet in their ’teens are on the 
deck of a combine or handling a plow, and in some local¬ 
ities, the small town business men are giving afternoons 
to help farm neighbors. These efforts help but they 
fall far short of meeting the situation. 

“Something reasonably effective must be patched to¬ 
gether now—not next June, after thousands of acres 
have been turned back to fallow, and those seeded are 
strangling for lack of cultivation. 

"Nothing—not even the need for a roof overhead 
is more primary than food. That no attention has been 
given to the matter of assuring ample farm labor to 
raise food that this nation needs for itself and its allies, 
is one of the most unbelievably gross pieces of laissez-
